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Widespread rumours circulat¬ 
ing in Didsbury, Olds, Sundre 
and elsewhere in Mountain View 
County regarding the recent 
death of an 18-year-old man are 
wholly unfounded, said 
Didsbury RCMP Cpl. Conal 
Archer. 

Joseph Michael O’Bray- 
Dunbar-Regush, known to 
friends and family as Joey’, was 
killed when he was run over by 
a car as he lay face down on the 
two lane paved Bergthal Road 
east of Didsbury early on the 
morning of Oct. 10, police said. 

Joey was alive when he was 
struck and died at the scene from 
blunt trauma, said Archer. 

Police have still not ruled out 
foul play in the death. 

Stories have been circulating 
in several communities that the 
deceased was assaulted or even 
killed by several individuals 
prior to being run over by an 
unnamed driver, who police have 
not named. 

Dozens of individuals have 
come forward to several newspa¬ 
pers in the district saying they 
have heard the rumours. 

“Everything that you’ve 
heard is not true at all. I don’t 
know where this information is 
coming from,” said Archer. 

No charges are pending in the 
case, he said. 

Joey’s mother Bev Dunbar 
says the family has heard many 
of the rumours circulating about 
the case. 

“We’ve heard all that stuff, 
yes,” Dunbar said. “With all the 
rumours it makes it 10 times 
harder. All we really know is 
that my son is gone. We don’t 
have any closure to this what¬ 
soever. We have our beliefs and 
our disbeliefs about what has 
happened. “There are so many 
unanswered questions. We’ve 
heard about the car, we’ve heard 
about the other kids, we’ve 
heard about fights. Where do you 
go? There are so many unan¬ 
swered questions I just don’t 
know what to do

Impaired driver hit 
railroad warning lights 

A 50-year-old man who 
slammed his car into a railroad 
crossing light, destroying his 
$17,000 car in the process, has 
been fined. 

James Samuel Butts pleaded 
guilty on Oct. 8 to a charge of 
impaired driving. Witnesses 
said they saw the accused 
swerving severely on Hwy 580 
near Didsbury, narrowly miss¬ 
ing oncoming traffic, just prior 
to the Sept. 15 crash, court 
heard. 

“Your driving pattern on 
that day may be described in a 
word as outrageous,” said 
Judge Riemer. 

The judge fined Butts $1,200 
and prohibited him from driv¬ 
ing for one year. 

Woman crashed car, 
started grass fire 

A 58-year-old woman who 
slammed her car into a power 
pole near Sundre, starting a 
small grass fire in the process, 
has been convicted of drunk 
driving. 

Margaret McMow pleaded 
guilty on Oct. 8 to a charge of 
driving with a blood alcohol 
level greater than 80 mg per¬ 
cent. RCMP responded to a 
public call that a vehicle had 
left the roadway outside 
Sundre on August 24, court 
heard. The accident resulted in 
a small fire, which was subse¬ 
quently extinguished. 

McMow’s blood alcohol 


level at the time was 120 mg per¬ 
cent. It was her third drunk 
driving conviction since 1993. 
“It’s high time you come to 
your senses,” said Judge E. 
Riemer. 

The judge fined the accused 
$1,000 and prohibited her from 
driving for one year. 

Man jailed for auto 
theft 

A man who borrowed a 
friend’s car for a few days but 
then decided to run off with it 
and come to Alberta has been 
jailed. 

Richard Arthur Valley, 38, 
pleaded guilty Oct. 6 to charges 
of possession of stolen property 
over $5,000, stolen property 
under $5,000, unlawful posses¬ 


sion of a firearm, and suspended 
driving. 

On Sept. 10, Sundre RCMP 
were called to a Caroline-area 
residence for a report of 
gunshots being fired. When the 
officers arrived, they found the 
accused in possession of a 1996 
Buick borrowed from an ac¬ 
quaintance in Ontario but never 
returned, a licence plate stolen 
from another vehicle, and a .22 
calibre rifle and ammunition 
without a licence, court heard. 

Valley has an extensive crimi¬ 
nal record and has previously 
been jailed for theft convictions. 

The judge ordered the ac¬ 
cused jailed for four months, 
and handed him a 10 year fire¬ 
arms prohibition. Valley was 


also ordered to provide a DNA 
sample to the national DNA 
bank. 

Man harassed woman 

A Sundre man who was 
‘rude and disconcerting’ to a 
woman looking after his chil¬ 
dren will be sentenced next 
month. Robert McBean pleaded 
guilty on Oct. 6 to a charge of 
unlawful harassment. 

The judge ordered a pre-sen¬ 
tence report and a risk assess¬ 
ment conducted on the ac¬ 
cused. McBean will be sen¬ 
tenced on Nov. 24. 

Drunk driver was 
warned by police 

A man who told a police of¬ 
ficer he had no intention of 
driving when he was ‘stagger¬ 


ing drunk’ has been convicted 
of drunk driving. 

Calvin Glaiser, 44, pleaded 
guilty on Oct. 6 to a charge of 
driving with a blood alcohol 
level greater than 80 mg per¬ 
cent. 

The accused was questioned 
by an RCMP officer outside the 
Bowden Liquor Store, 2020 - 20 
Ave. in Bowden, on August 29, 
2003, court heard. 

Glaiser, who was intoxicated 
at the time, told the officer he 
wasn’t driving. Moments later 
the accused was spotted driv¬ 
ing. Glaiser has two previous 
related convictions from 1984 
and 1988. The judge fined the 
accused $850 and handed him 
a one year driving prohibition. 


BSE still a concern for 
many Albertans

According to Myron 
Thompson, Member of Parlia¬ 
ment for Wild Rose: “The Lib¬ 
erals are content to wait out 
the beef industry crisis. The 
government has no plan to 
help livestock producers in 
Canada; time and options are 
running out.” 

Since the discovery of a sin¬ 
gle cow with Bovine 
Spongeform Encephalopathy 
(BSE) in Alberta last May the 
US border has remained 
closed to live cattle. 

Live cattle represent more 
than 40% of beef exports, or 
about 1.8 billion annually. 
Currently only veal and bone¬ 
less beef exports from ani¬ 
mals less than 30 months old 
are allowed to cross the bor¬ 
der. 

Thompson said, “Produc¬ 
ers have been hit with a tri¬ 
ple whammy. They can’t sell 
abroad; when they can sell 
the price is down; cows are 
coming off pasture and must 


be fed or disposed of. 

Revenues are down while 
costs continue to pile up. The 
ripple effect is far and wide.“ 

The Liberals announced a 
federal/provincial program of 
up to $460 million that ex¬ 
pired on August 30/03. “Lit¬ 
tle money ever reached the 
producers,” stated Thompson, 
“because it was caught up in 
politics and bureaucracy. The 
Minister of Agriculture in¬ 
sisted that provinces sign on 
to the unpopular Agricul¬ 
tural Policy Framework be¬ 
fore money would flow. In ad¬ 
dition he announced 600 mil¬ 
lion as the second instalment 
of transition funding, but this 
does little for the beef indus¬ 
try. It mostly goes into NISA 
accounts that are difficult to 
trigger and won’t release 
funds until next spring.” 

“Vanclief bragged about a 
Beef Roundtable with Indus¬ 
try representatives he set up, 
but he didn’t listen to their 
ideas either. It appears,” said 
Thompson, “his idea of con¬ 


sultation doesn’t extend be¬ 
yond fancy dinner meetings 
with his bureaucrats at Agri¬ 
culture Canada.” 

“The answer to stalled 
markets in beef and other 
meat producing industries is 
to get the U.S border fully 
open and to find alternative 
markets for older animals. 
In the meantime a second 
phase of income support must 
be announced to give produc¬ 
ers a chance to pay their bills 
and find reasonable outlets 
for their existing herds,” con¬ 
tinued Thompson. 

“Mr. Vanclief has brought 
in every excuse for inaction 
but no plan for what Ottawa 
can do. It’s by turn a trade 
issue, health issue, economic 
issue and diplomatic issue 
with no end in sight. 

The minister insists he and 
the provinces agree to let the 
existing funds run out before 
deciding on the next move, 
but it’s the industry that’s 
running out of time and pa¬ 
tience,” concluded Thompson.

“We keep thinking that maybe there’s somebody out 
there who thinks something they’ve seen isn’t important, 
but it might be very important.” 

The deceased was at an outdoor party at Hillar’s Dam, 
a rural area east of Olds, some hours before the accident. 
Archer confirmed. The dam is a popular party area known 
to police. 

A male acquaintance of the deceased was at the party 
and saw him there between 12:30 and 1 a.m. 

Police were called to the accident scene, about 12 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of Hillar’s Dam, at 6:40 a.m. 

For her part, Joey’s mother does not believe my son 
would have left the party on his own. 

“Some people have said that he walked away from that 
party. I just can’t see Joey walking away by himself from 
any party. All I know is that I don’t believe he would have 
walked away. In my heart-of-hearts I just don’t think he 
did,” she said. 

“Only because I’ve talked to the coroner myself do I 
know that Joey was very much alive before he was hit by 
that car,” she added. 

The police investigation was continuing at press time. 

“Basically we are following up, talking to people who 
were there as to what was going on there and the circum¬ 
stances of why he left, and when he left, and following up 
on a few loose ends. That’s all we are doing,” said Archer. 

Asked whether the deceased had alcohol in his blood at 
the time, Archer said that will “take a few months to have 
the toxicology reports.” 

About 500 people attended a memorial service for O’Bray- 
Dunbar-Regush in Olds on Wednesday. 

“It was a wonderful memorial. It was all about Joey. It 
was all about him and that’s what we wanted,” his mother 
said. 

The matter remains under investigation. Anyone with 
information should call Didsbury RCMP at 335-3382 or 
Crime Stoppers.

GUEST EDITORIAL

One of the hardest things that a Council faces is having to 
decide between several projects that are needed for the Town, 
and only completing what we can afford. It is like a home fi¬ 
nancial plan, though sometimes it seems more like the kind of 
prioritizing an emergency worker must do when faced with 
many injured people- we must deal with the most urgent of 
needs, leaving others to wait that are less critical. 

There are some items that require a percentage from the Town 
in order to access grants from other levels of government . Pav¬ 
ing and sidewalk improvements are funded this way, with 75% 
from the provincial government and 25% from the Town of 
Didsbury. We use all that we can of these 25 cent dollars, in order 
to provide the best value to our taxpayers, but it is not enough to 
repair the deterioration that years of cutbacks have accomplished. 
We are grateful for these grant dollars from the provincial govern¬ 
ment. They are calculated with a formula based on 5 cents of the 
9 cents a liter fuel tax revenue that the province collects. 

We are hopeful that the federal government will finally return 
some of the ten cents per liter that they extract from every gas 
purchase we make. Paul Martin has been saying during the past 
18 months that this New Deal for Municipalities is coming. As 
quoted before, the Canadian Taxpayers Association has found 
that of the billions in revenue collected by the federal government 
on the pretext that the money would be used for infrastructure, 
only 2.5% is returned- and of that trivial amount, 99% is spent east 
of Ontario! 

There may be some grant funding for energy saving improve¬ 
ments as well, and for intermunicipal partnerships. The County 
thankfully provides a $60,000 grant specifically for recreational 
capital projects, with a further $60,000 in matching funds for 
which the new Memorial Park qualifies. We use grant funding 
wherever possible. 

As I stated in an earlier article, only about $300 of an $1800 tax 
bill is left for all of the public works, administration, council and 
projects that we must do. This year we trimmed about $1 million 
(almost $400,000 of worthy capital projects, and even more from 
operations) in order to balance the budget. Some projects 
trimmed, unfortunately, were: 

$100,000 for a sidewalk or path along 15th Avenue, 

$16,000 for the Trail System for Memorial Park, 

$110,000 for the green Composting Carts, 

$139,000 to replace the oldest vehicles (really old trucks) & 
mowers & a Gator, and $106,000 for the replacement of the 20 lh 
Avenue railroad crossing (we know how terrible that is). 

We did not even list the renovation of the Multi Purpose 
Room or many other needed improvements. As we look through 
the many postponed projects and add costs that may bring about 
whistle cessation to the list, I would like to ask- what are you will¬ 
ing to pay? Alternatively, we could raise taxes to accomplish 
more projects. Every mill would mean $lmore in property tax per 
thousand dollars of assessed value. So, a home assessed at 
$100,000 would pay $100 more in taxes to raise $181,153. for 
projects. Council has made it a priority to hold taxes down. Is 
that your priority? 
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dollars, they repeat a ridicu¬ 
lous complaint about “chronic 
underfunding.” 

Alberta’s K-to-12 education 
system needs more account¬ 
ability and more choice, not 
more money. 

Unfortunately the recent re¬ 
port of the Learning Commis¬ 
sion is silent about rewarding 
excellent teachers, or provid¬ 
ing incentives for less effec¬ 
tive ones to improve. The re¬ 
port recommends keeping the 
Alberta Teachers’ Association 
in its conflicting roles as both 
a teacher’s union and a pro¬ 
fessional organization. There 
are no concrete recommenda¬ 
tions which would give Alber¬ 
ta’s students and parents more 
choice. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends giving school boards 
greater taxing power. 

Currently, the Alberta’s 
School Act forces school 
boards to explain and justify 
proposed tax increases, and 
to seek the approval of those 
who pay the bills in a referen¬ 
dum. In the next two months, 
Premier Klein’s government 
will review the Learning Com¬ 
mission’s 95 recommenda¬ 
tions. Recommendations lead¬ 
ing to more accountability and 
more choice should be 
adopted. Recommendations 
which lead to tax increases - 
like the suggestion to scrap 
the referendum requirement 
for property tax increases - 
should be rejected.

Municipal Affairs responds to Mountain View County

A generic response to Moun¬ 
tain View County’s (MVC) plea 
for help from Alberta’s Minis¬ 
ter of Municipal Affairs has 
done little to alleviate friction 
between the county and towns 
on the issue of water access and 
regional cost and revenue shar¬ 
ing. 

In July MVC wrote to the 
Minister asking him for guid¬ 
ance as to how to solve a disa¬ 
greement between their coun¬ 
cil and those of Olds, Didsburv 
and Carstairs. 

MVC has been involved in 
negotiations with these towns 
to get their approval, allowing 
MVC to tap into the Mountain 
View Regional Water services 
Commission (MVRWSC) owned 
by six municipalities along the 


Highway 2 corridor (Innisfail, 
Bowden, Olds, Didsbury, Car- 
stairs and Crossfield). In 1992 
a water commission was struck 
by those municipalities to pur¬ 
chase the water line from the 
province. 

As it stands MVC would like 
equitable access to the water 
line, same as the towns, while 
towns would like to share in the 
development of the whole re¬ 
gion, rather than compete with 
each other for business devel¬ 
opment. 

Towns state they have diffi¬ 
culty attracting industrial/com¬ 
mercial development when 
county taxes are so much lower 
than theirs. Water access is 
their only competitive advan¬ 
tage. 

Towns say that at the time 
they purchased the water line 


MVC was invited to be a part¬ 
ner but they weren’t interested 
at the time. MVC says towns 
have no proof the county was 
invited and maintain they 
should be allowed to join now. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Guy Boutilier encouraged the 
two sides to support mediation, 
provided by the ministry, for 
this matter. 

Mayors Dorothy Moore 
(Didsbury) and Norma Duncan 
(Olds) both said they would 
support mediation if all the is¬ 
sues involved in intermunicipal 
development agreements could 
be addressed as well as water 
access. 

MVC Reeve Ian Harvie said 
the county will not be in favour 
of such discussions. 

“We are concerned with 
putting too many issues on the 


table. 

We are looking at this water 
issue on behalf of to other mu¬ 
nicipalities (Red Deer County 
and MD of Rocky View) and 
they certainly have their own 
issues,” said Harvie. 

Harvie met with Bill 
Diepeveen, from Municipal Af¬ 
fairs, Oct. 18 to share county 
concerns. Moore said Olds Car- 
stairs and Didsbury would be 
happy to meet with whoever, 
whenever, provided all the is¬ 
sues are on the table. 

“Why focus on one thing 
when there is so many things 
that are a part of the regional 
prosperity issue? 

“Regional prosperity is our 
focus. We want the county to 
prosper and flourish. We want 
everyone to work together, 
towns and county, to ensure 


have with the county on the ta¬ 
ble, including them paying 
their fair share of facility costs 
with each municipality,” said 
Dallas. “Rural residents I have 
heard from, they support our 
stand.” 

Harvie argued the county is 
happy with their urban centre 
agreements as they are, he sees 
no other issues to discuss. 

“We are not uncomfortable 
with the agreements already in 
place. I find it very interesting 
they want everything on the 
table now. We may not want to 
proceed if that is the only di¬ 
rection they will take,” said 
Harvie. 

“Of course he likes things 
the way they are,” said Dallas. 
“They only pay a very small 
percentage compared to what 
we (all the municipalities)

Car- 
stairs Councillor Bill Dallas 
sits on the Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Waterline commission 
he agrees whole heartedly with 
Moore.

By being dedicated and 
listening to his local con¬ 
stituents, local Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills 
MLA believes this has 
helped add to the success 
of his political life, along 
with many long hours 
spent working for the peo¬ 
ple. 

Marz has been involved 
in politics for the past 23 
years, and says that even 
though at times it may be 
frustrating and at times 
very tiring he has enjoyed 
most aspects of his politi¬ 
cal life. 

Marz, prior to being 
elected to the Legislature, 
spent many years work¬ 
ing in municipal politics 
in the Three Hills area, 
but after having much 
success in municipal poli¬ 
tics his local supporters 
felt he should attempt to 
run for a seat in the Leg¬ 
islature. 

Prior to being elected 
into his first term as MLA 
back in 1997 Marz served 
the County of Knee Hill. 
He sat as councillor for a 
few years before quickly 
moving up the ranks to 
become Deputy Reeve, 
and eventually Reeve for 
the last six years of his 
political life with Knee 
Hill County. 

What would surprise 
many the most is that 
Marz never had any real 
interest in running for 
public office, but now that 
he has been involved in 
politics for 23 years he 
says he was glad he was 
given the opportunity. 

“It all started when a 
friend and I decided to 
attend a public meeting at 
the County,” Marz ex¬ 
plained. 

“After that, I took 
more of an interest and 
eventually my friends con¬ 
vinced me that I should 
run for County office.” 

Aside from being in¬ 
volved in municipal poli¬ 
tics Marz was busy rais¬ 
ing a family and working 
the land on his farm, 
which has also grown 
over time. 

Marz married his wife, 
Jan, at the age of 21- 
years-old when she was 
just 18. 

Three years after being 
married he purchased his 
first quarter section of 
land. 

Marz now owns eight 
quarters of land, which he 
rents out, as he is too in¬ 
volved in his political ca¬ 
reer to run the family 
farm. 

The story of how Jan 


and Richard met must be 
told though, as it’s like a 
fairy tale love story come 
true. 

Jan’s family moved to 
Three Hills so that she 
and her siblings could at¬ 
tend the Prairie Bible In¬ 
stitute School. 

“I saw him (Richard) 
on the back of a school 
bus, and I thought he was 
quite nice looking,” Jan 
explained, adding that 
she never thought they 
would ever date, let alone 
get married. 

Well, when Marz 
wants to get a job done - 
he does it quickly. 

Just 17 days after 
meeting Jan they were 
hitched at the alter, and 
as of next month they 
will be celebrating 38 
years of marriage. 

The catch to the happy 
couples love story is that 
they lied so that they 
could get married. 

Thirty-eight years ago 
when a couple wanted to 
get married they either 
had to both be 21-years- 
old - of which Jan was not 
- or else you had to re¬ 
ceive parental permission. 

The couple both lied 
when they purchased 
their marriage license, 
although they both laugh 
it ofT now. 

Richard said he was 24 
(he was only 21) and Jan 
said she was 21 (but she 


was only 18). 

“I have only told one 
lie and I have been living 
with it ever since,” Rich¬ 
ard joked, adding that he 
did confess this one ‘love 
lie’ to the public, prior to 
taking public office. 

Jan, a true romantic at 
heart, says that there 
hasn’t ever been a day she 
regretted marrying Rich¬ 
ard and supports him 
fully in every endeavour 
he does. 

“I am just so thankful 
for him. I am in just as 
much love with him today 
as I was back then. I re¬ 
ally do admire him, a 
lot,” Jan said. 

Richard says that 
without Jan he really 
wouldn’t be able to do as 
good as a job as he does 
for the constituency. 

“She has always 
shown a lot of confidence 
and encouragement in me 
and because of that it has 
been a lot easier,” Rich¬ 
ard said. 

Jan dedicates much of 
her time to working with 
Richard, as she is often 
the driver when Richard 
is out on the road each 
and every day travelling 
between communities and 
travelling between the 
constituency and Edmon¬ 
ton. 

“I think it makes it 
more enjoyable to have 
her along, otherwise it 


would be a lot more diffi¬ 
cult.” 

It is difficult at times, 
Jan admits, to constantly 
be in the spotlight as the 
“first lady” to Marz, al¬ 
though she says she does 
it because it is important 
to Richard. 

“I do get tired some¬ 
times, but I guess in the 
long run it will all work 
out,” Jan explained. “We 
are so involved with the 
political life at times that 
our friends don’t call 
anymore... which was 
hard to get used to.” 

Jan doesn’t regret sup¬ 
porting Richard in his 
political life though, as 
she feels Richard has 
made a world of difference 
to the constituents of the 
Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills riding. 

Richard, although 
humble, says that he is 
proud of some of his ac¬ 
complishments that he 
has acquired such as ac¬ 
quiring funding for many 
of the communities, in¬ 
cluding funding for the 
Didsbury Ag. Society, 
which helped towards the 
construction of the new 
fair grounds. 

Richard is also pleased 
that many transportation 
issues have been ad¬ 
dressed, such as improve¬ 
ments to Highway 2A. 

He is still working 
with the Minister of 


Transportation to try 
and have even more 
projects completed, such 
as improvements to Sec¬ 
ondary Highway 766 and 
791. 

Richard says he has 
one goal and that is to 
still be sitting as an MLA 
when the Province be¬ 
comes debt free. 

“I want to be there 
when we burn the mort¬ 
gage,” Marz said, ex¬ 
plaining that the debt has 
been paid down from $22 
Billion in 1997 to just $4- 
Billion. 

He believes if he were 
successful to run for one 
more term that the Prov¬ 
ince could possibly be 
debt free. 

“I have seen a lot of 
that debt erased,” Marz 
said. “Each generation 
has challenges and I don’t 
think we should pass that 
debt onto the next genera¬ 
tion.” 

Now the question in 
everyone’s mind is - will 
Marz run again? 

“We have talked it over 
and I would like to do it 
again,” Marz says, add¬ 
ing that he feels he has 
too much going right now 
to just step aside and 
hopes he is successful in 
the next election. “I would 
like to stay for another 
term so I can evaluate 
things, and then decide 
then if I am ready to re¬ 


tire (from politics).” 

Marz says at times it’s 
difficult to deal with the 
angry and hostile people 
that walk through his 
door, but says he feels he 
has done some very posi¬ 
tive things for the resi¬ 
dents. 

“There are always 
situations in public life 
that are harder to deal 
with than in other occu¬ 
pations and at the end of 
the day, some times, it can 
be depressing,” Marz 
says. 

The endless hours and 
the thousands of 
kilometers Marz puts on 
his own persona] vehicles 
annually is well worth it, 
if he can bring the voice 
of local constituents to 
the Legislature and try to 
have as many local issues 
looked after, as possible. 

“Some nights you 
have a headache when 
you get home... but come 
rain or shine you have to 
always shine,” Marz said. 

Marz says that his of¬ 
fice door is always open 
and he is always willing 
to come to any public 
event small or large. 

He says that the past 
two terms have been very 
enjoyable, he has been 
successful at getting quite 
a bit of work done and 
looks forward to getting 
even more done in the 
near future.

The World Wide Web is be¬ 
coming a major avenue for com¬ 
munication world wide, and 
just like everything else there 
are safety precautions that 
come along with using the web. 

When billions of people in the 
world are using one service - 
the Internet - there will of 
course be problems, including 
some cyber crime which the 
Calgary Police Services are at¬ 
tempting to fight and they are 
bringing this message to the 
residents of Didsbury. 

“We have developed a crime 
prevention program to try to 
prevent cyber crime,” said CPS 
Cst. Kathy Macdonald. 

Macdonald explained that 
there are many vulnerable peo¬ 
ple out there using the Internet 
- of all ages - that should be 
learning the safety of how to 
use the Net. 

“The real world and the vir¬ 
tual world are two completely 
separate things, and this is 
what people need to realize,” 
Macdonald said. 

Children are at times out¬ 
smarting their parents and are 
becoming more aware of how 
the technology works, so par¬ 
ents should place the computer 
in a room where they can su¬ 
pervise what their children are 
looking at and doing. 

The CPS works at fighting 
cyber crimes such as fraud and 
sexual predators that try to 
pick up under aged children off 
of the Internet. 

The CPS has formed a spe¬ 
cialized unit designed strictly to 
fight cyber crime. 

“Police work is always 
changing, especially with the 
advancements of technology,” 
Macdonald explained. 

“Kids are increasingly in¬ 
volved in the Internet and par¬ 
ents need to get to work and

Mayor elected to two positions with A UMA 


Didsbury Mayor, Dorothy 
Moore, is going to be a busy 
person in the months ahead. 

Not only was she recently 
elected as AUMA (Alberta Ur¬ 
ban Municipalities Association) 
Director of Towns South at last 
month’s AUMA conference, 
she also won the seat as Vice 
President of the AUMA for 
Towns (there are three Vice 
Presidents within the provin¬ 
cial body - one for cities, one 
for towns and one for villages). 

Five members in total ran 
for the Director’s position 


which takes in the area stretch¬ 
ing from Bowden to the United 
States border and clear across 
Alberta. “There are only three 
areas for this posting in the 
province,” explains Moore who, 
shortly after winning that seat 
ran for the Vice President of 
Town’s position. “I didn’t have 
much time to think about 
it...Ernie Patterson, from 
Claresholm, just recommended 
I do it, and felt it was some¬ 
thing I would be capable of rep¬ 
resenting as well.” 

Moore believes the new re¬ 


sponsibilities she has taken on 
will mean a better understand¬ 
ing of what funding opportuni¬ 
ties are available and how best 
to access them for Didsbury. 
“As a small town, we don’t al¬ 
ways know about every oppor¬ 
tunity that arises...that, in it¬ 
self could be a full-time job,” she 
explains. “This will give me 
another way of finding out 
what is available as far as 
grants that the town may be 
eligible for and how best to 
lobby for that funding.” 

Moore says towns are some¬ 


times overlooked as entities in 
need of infrastructure funding. 
“So often we hear about the 
needs of cities, but we as towns 
have similar needs...just on a 
smaller scale.” 

With the increased number 
of projects projected for the fu¬ 
ture, Moore is convinced Dids- 
bury’s strategy with regard to 
the way we approach govern¬ 
ment for money must change. 
“My heart is in making things 
better for Didsbury...We have to 
do things differently or we 
won’t survive.”

Library helps cure computer-phobias 


Do you freeze when someone 
brings up the “E-Workplace”? 
Are you the only one among 
your friends without an e-mail 
address? Do you think “Web 
Smart” is a new detective com¬ 
edy on TV? 

If so, you may be showing 
symptoms of computer-phobia, 
a temporary condition com¬ 
pletely curable by signing up for 
one of the many free courses 
being offered at the Didsbury 
Municipal Library this fall. 

James Braithwaite is a CAP 
(Community Access Program) 
Intern who is in the process of 


gaining experience teaching 
others about computers in¬ 
stead of making use of the tech¬ 
nology himself on the job. 
Originally from Carstairs, 
Braithwaite holds a Bachelors 
Degree in Science and Compu¬ 
ter Science at the University of 
Saskatchewan. “I’m looking at 
the possibility right now of 
changing gears career-wise and 
considering training as a pos¬ 
sible destination in the future,” 
explains Braithwaite. “...The 
experience I gain here will help 
me decide if this is the way I 
should go.” 


Braithwaite (who just 
started at the beginning of Oc¬ 
tober) is teaching 11 different 
workshops ranging from an 
Introduction to Computing to 
the Internet, Excel, Powerpoint 
and even Web Design and Com¬ 
puter Maintenance. 

Braithwaite says because 
class size is limited to the 
number of computers on site, 
there’s lots of opportunity for 
one-on-one interaction with 
participants. “I start each class 
with some time in the board- 
room to let them know what we 
are doing each day, then we 


head out to the main area of 
the Library and work on the 
computers.” 

Despite a few cases of first¬ 
time nervousness, Braithwaite 
says most people gain their con¬ 
fidence on the computers al¬ 
most right away and are well 
on their way to overcoming 
their “phobias” about comput¬ 
ers by Christmas.

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QUESTION: Why is it that children are often the most 
obnoxious and irritating on vacations and at other times when 
parents specifically try to please them? On those special days, 
you’d think the kids would say to themselves, “Wow! Mom 
and Dad are doing something really nice for us, taking us on 
this great vacation. We’re going to give them a break and be 
really good kids today.” Isn’t that reasonable? 

DR. DOBSON: Sure it’s reasonable, but children just don’t 
think that way. In fact, many boys and girls misbehave even 
more at these times. Why is this? One reason, I think, is be¬ 
cause children often feel compelled to re-examine the bounda¬ 
ries whenever they think they have moved. In other words, 
whenever the normal routine changes, the tougher kids often 
push the limits to see if the old rules still apply. 

QUESTION: So how can parents preserve their own peace 
of mind and maintain harmony during car trips and family 
holidays? 

DR. DOBSON: Sometimes it helps to redefine the bounda¬ 
ries at the beginning of your time together. Let the children 
know exactly what you’re doing and what’s expected of them. 
If they still misbehave, respond with good, loving discipline 
right from the start. No parent wants to be an ogre on vaca¬ 
tion, but it helps to show a little firmness at the outset that 
can make the rest of the time together fun for the entire fam¬ 
ily-

QUESTION: What does research tell us about the person¬ 
alities of newborns? 

DR. DOBSON: One of the most ambitious studies yet con¬ 
ducted took a period of three decades to complete. That inves¬ 
tigation is known in professional literature as the New York 
Longitudinal Study. The findings from this investigation, led 
by psychiatrists Stella Chess and Alexander Thomas, were 
reported in their excellent book for parents, “Know Your 
Child.” Chess and Thomas found that babies not only differ 
significantly from one another at the moment of birth, but 
those differences tend to be rather persistent throughout child¬ 
hood. Even more interestingly, they observed three broad cat¬ 
egories or patterns of temperaments into which the majority 
of children can be classified. First they referred to “the diffi¬ 
cult child,” who is characterized by negative reactions to peo¬ 
ple, intense mood swings, irregular sleep patterns and feeding 
schedules, frequent periods of crying and violent tantrums 
when frustrated. Does that sound familiar? I described those 
individuals many years ago as “strong-willed” children. The 
second pattern is called “the easy child,” who manifests a posi¬ 
tive approach to people, quiet adaptability to new situations, 
regular sleep patterns and feeding schedules, and a willing¬ 
ness to accept the rules of the game. The authors concluded, 
“Such a youngster is usually a joy to his or her parents, 
pediatrician and teachers.” My term for the easy child is “com¬ 
pliant.” The third category was given the title “slow-to-warm¬ 
up” or “shy.” These youngsters respond negatively to new 
situations and they adapt slowly. However, they are less in¬ 
tense than difficult children are and they tend to have regular 
sleeping and feeding schedules. When they are upset or frus¬ 
trated, they typically withdraw from the situation and react 
mildly, rather than exploding with anger and rebellion. Not 
every child fits into one of these categories, of course, but 
approximately 65 percent do. Drs. Chess and Thomas also 
emphasized that babies are fully human at birth, being able 
immediately to relate to their parents and learning from their 
environments. I doubt if that news will come as a surprise to 
most mothers, who never believed in the “blank slate” theory, 
anyway. It should not be difficult to understand why these 
findings from longitudinal research have been exciting to me. 
They confirm my own clinical observations, not only about 
the wonderful complexity of human beings, but also about the 
categories of temperament identified by Drs. Chess and Tho¬ 
mas.

Don’t Like Shots, But Don’t Want the Flu? 


Have you avoided the flu 
vaccine because you don’t like 
to get shots? 

Now, an investigational na¬ 
sal spray flu vaccine is being 
tested at some 25 sites across 
Canada. Local physicians are 
evaluating this potential new 
class of vaccine that might 
prevent the flu without shots. 
In the ongoing fight against 
this highly contagious dis¬ 
ease, the new class of flu vac¬ 
cine is given by a simple na¬ 
sal spray. 

“Although influenza seems 
familiar when compared to 
new problems like SARS, we 
shouldn’t underestimate the 
impact the flu has across the 
country and in every age 
group, especially seniors,” 
said Louis Flies, M.D., study 
director and vice president of 
clinical and regulatory affairs 
at ID Biomedical Corporation 
of Quebec. 

Influenza, or the flu, is an 
easily spread viral infection, 
with symptoms that usually 
include fever, cough, sore 
throat, headache, muscle and 
joint aches, and severe fatigue, 
usually lasting six to 10 days. 

Between one in four and 
one in ten Canadians got the 
flu in 2001, the most recent 
data reported by Health 
Canada. That means between 
3 million and 7.5 million Ca¬ 
nadians fell victim to this 
sometimes-deadly disease. 

These flu cases resulted in 
hundreds of thousands of lost 
working days, school absen¬ 
teeism, and high medical 
costs. In addition, between 
500 and 1,500 Canadians die 
each season from flu-related 
complications, most (but not 
all) of them elderly persons or 
people with other pre-existing 
illnesses. 

Healthy adults between the 
ages of 18 and 64 may be eli¬ 
gible to participate in this 
study of a nasal spray flu vac¬ 


cine. For more information 
call 1-866-358-7772. 

The research study in¬ 
cludes administering the 
investigational vaccine of a 
placebo in a series of two 


sprays during a two-month 
period in the fall, and report¬ 
ing flu-like illness over the 
succeeding four to six 
months, the height of the flu 
season.

Olds College hands studying rodeo

When the chutes at college 
rodeos open this season, mem¬ 
bers of the Olds College Rodeo 
Club might have an added ad¬ 
vantage in the infield. 

For the first time. Olds Col¬ 
lege is offering rodeo as a 
credit in the long list of sub¬ 
jects and several aspiring 
hands are learning all aspects 
of the sport through first hand 
knowledge, in the classroom 
and on the playing field. 

And according to Dale 
Butterwick, Olds Rodeo Club 
Coach, the members are in a 
"win win" situation. 

"By offering rodeo as a sub¬ 
ject at the college, the students 
are exposed to the sport on 
both sides of the arena," 
Butterwick said. 

"There is more to the sport 
than riding a bronc or bull for 
eight seconds or tieing a calf 
and wrestling a steer, "he said. 

Butterwick is excited about 


the rodeo program offered at 
Olds College noting it compli¬ 
ments the other subjects being 
taught. 

"Because rodeo is a part of 
life for a lot of the students at 
the college, this course will give 
them a broader understanding 
of the sport," he added. 

With the rodeo club having 
a strong presence at the college, 
the students have the opportu¬ 
nity of using it as a hands-on 
learning experience for their 
studying endeavors. 

“Because some rodeo club 
members are new to the sport, 
this course will give them a 
complete understanding of 
what a rodeo is all about," 
Butterwick noted. 

Besides offering the students 
the opportunity of participating 
in Canadian Intercollegiate 
Rodeo Association sanctioned 
rodeos, Butterwick indicated 
they also learn everything 
about the business of organiz¬ 
ing, producing and promoting 


a rodeo. 

For the majority of members 
belonging to the Canadian Pro¬ 
fessional Rodeo Association or 
the amateur circuits compet¬ 
ing is more than just a week¬ 
end hobby, for many it's a busi¬ 
ness. 

" This course also teaches the 
young cowboys and cowgirls on 
how to operate their involve¬ 
ment in the sport as a busi¬ 
ness," he added noting, the 
course has a strong financial 
component. 

For the aspiring young ro¬ 
deo contestant, the course will 
have rewards, as Olds College 
plans to upgrade the rodeo 
scholarship program offered to 
students. 

"Right now, the college offers 
some financial assistance to stu¬ 
dents interested in participat¬ 
ing in college rodeos," 
Butterwick indicated. 

"We are now looking at of¬ 
fering a full rodeo scholarship 
at the college," he added. 


Hockey Alberta launches pond hockey 


Hockey Alberta has formally 
announced a new program 
2003- 2004. In an effort to in¬ 
crease participation in the 
sport of Hockey, Pond Hockey 
has been created. Pond Hockey 
embraces the concepts of less 
structure, fun and family in¬ 
volvement and allows partici¬ 
pants to access the Hockey 
Alberta insurance program. 
Modified rules are in effect and 
registrations have no effect on 
Provincial Categorization. 

In order to support this pro¬ 
gram, Hockey Alberta has ap¬ 
pointed a volunteer Provincial 
Coordinator, Margo Wagner, 
who is responsible for liaising 
with associations and groups 
to help them start and run 


their program. This new pro¬ 
gram is not intended to replace 
the competitive and recrea¬ 
tional programs already in 
place, it is merely another op¬ 
portunity for youth to play 
hockey, often utilizing outdoor 
ice as a venue. 

Under Pond Hockey, partici¬ 
pants can access the current 
Hockey Alberta Insurance pro¬ 
gram, boundaries are non is¬ 
sues and age divisions are de¬ 
termined by local needs. The 
modified rules include no blue 
lines or centre line as well as 
no body contact or body check¬ 
ing. Participants must also be 
appropriately attired in terms 
of equipment and have ad¬ 
equate adult supervision. 


The cost to register for pond 
hockey is $26 per participant, 
which includes insurance and 
registration fees. All other costs 
are determined locally. Players 
are allowed to register in the 
structured program as well as 
Pond Hockey, however all 
Hockey Alberta regulations 
take effect. Wagner believes 
that, “the two programs com¬ 
pliment each other, it’s a 
cheaper way for younger play¬ 
ers to start out. Pond Hockey 
will give all children, regardless 
of background, an opportunity 
to enjoy Canada’s game.” 

Curently, there are over 200 
participants aged 7-12, regis¬ 
tered in Drayton Valley, Red 
Deer and Sylvan Lake.
